When the Senate opened at 10:30 the tariff 
bill was taken up at once, as no formal ad- 
journment had been taken Monday right, but 
a recess only.

abandonment of suburban traffic and a Fen- 

eral interruption of passenger traffic on the 
entire system it wus with the understanding 
and by agreement that the engineers would 
refuse to move with other than regular fire- 
men. Officials, office men, and trainmen 
were pressed into service to shovel 
coal, and when an engineer left his engine. 
anotaer man was put in his place or the train 
wasabandoned. More trains were abandoned 
for want of firemen or switching facilities 
than for lack of engineers. 

Yesterday afternoon the firemen decided to 
return to work, but concluded to wait until 
tomorrow morning, so that every man would 
be in line. Several of the men applied in 
person yesterday afternoon for their old 
places, and there was no objection to the men 
returning. 

At a big meeting of the engineers held last 
night it was plainly demonstrated by a num- 
ber of the practical men there was no 
grievance against. the Northwestern, and, 
while a spirit of sympathy was ‘oanifested 
for the Pullman strikers, it was decided 
by vote to stand by the road. Those who had 
left their engines agreed to return this morn- 
ing, and word was sent to Dictator Debs that 
the Northwestern, so far as the engineers and 
firemen were concerned, would remain out of 
the fight. 

Officials of tho road said last night their 
men had sent word to&hem they would return 
to work this morning and they could caicu- 
late on setting ip operation both through and 
suburban passenger service. 

Suburban Service Resumed, 

The Northwestern is again giving ite pa- 
trons passenger service almost according to 
schedule, and if the reaction continues as it 
set in yesterday the company will beable to 
resume freight traffic in anothef day.

At 3 o’elock the officials began to breathe 
easy, and by another hour it looked as if the 
trouble was over. Suburban service, which 
was abandoned Monday evening, Was resumed 
at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon and Wad 
maintained in comparative regularity. The 
principal difficulty arose from the absence of 
switching facilities in the Ashland avenue 
yards of the Galena division, while many of 
the trains came in and went out without be- 
ing switched in order. Inquiry among the 
engineers and traimmen corroborated the 
statement that they could find no good cause 
to tie up the Northwestern, and would there. 
fore continue at work. This was especially 
true of the men not within the direct influénce 
of Debs and his lieutenants who had been 
approached by strikers’ committeemen. 


Day Begins Badly. 


The day commenced in a condition of de- 
cided uncertainty. The break made by the 
firemen the afternoon before, coming with- 
out warning and threatening for d time to 
block the entire system, had left things in 
bad shape. and no one could predict what the 
day would bring forth. Every effort was 
made to bring in the suburban trains, but suc- 
cess was only met where firemen had gone 
the night before and wanted to 
get back to the city. Hundreds 
people were compelled to get down- 
town the best way they could. Street 
car lines, electric, and cable roads were more 
than packed wherever the people could reach 
them, and many a tardy mark resulted, and 
at intermediate points men and women were 
compelled to wait for hours for a chance to 
ride. The bicyclist was in his glory, and the 
bicycle dealer reaped a harvest. 

Instead of a steady mass of humanity mov- 
ing across the Wells street bridge from the 
Northwestern Depot there was a thin, strag- 
gling line during the morning. The incoming 
express trains had orders to pick up suburban 
passengers, but these trains were not due until 
after the early morning hour, and did not 
afford the desired relief. The outgoing 
through, express, and local trains also ran 
under orders to stop at certain suburban 
points, thus semewhat relieving the conges- 
tion. 

The principal delay lay in the passenger 
switching yards, where it was impossible to 
get men during the early part of the day, and 
the trains were made up by trainmen and of- 
ficials. This resulted in a delay to outgoing 
trains, which is shown by the following: The 
8:15 Dakota express. with orders to stop at 
all suburban points, left at 9:50. The Mil. 
waukee express, due to leave at 8:30, with 
five extra stops, got out at 11 o’clock. The 
98:10 Green Bay accommodation also had or- 
ders to make all sto and did not 
leave until 11:55. 11:20 Mil- 
waukee local, with instructions to make 
all stops north of and includmg Evans 
ton, left at 12:20. All these trains went out 
with their regular engine vrews and there was 
no trouble in that direction. On the Galena 
Division the 7 o’clock Freeport and Rockford 
local left an hour late, and the Omaha local, 
due to leave at 12:15 and about which there 
was much uneasiness, was only fifteen min- 
utes late in leaving the depot, 


Get Out Trains on Time. 


Out of the ninety-one regular passenger 
trains due to arrive at the Wells Street ‘Sta. 
tion before noon only sixteen registered in by 
that time yesterday. This was due to the 
abandonment of through trains and the sub- 
urban service. At noon business took an up- 
ward turn and from time on until the 
last train had gone at night the main and 
really all trouble was encountered: in the 
switching yards. 

The evening outgomg trains handling subur- 
ban and locai business were packed to over- 
flowing and went out nearly on time.

A stream of anity. poured into the 
depot and swelled the throng of waiting people 
crowded the platforms and waiting-rooms.

Au old man with two small 
boys anda dozen bundles climbed on the 
tender, spread a newspaper 
the tool box, and prepared to make 
himself as comfortable as possible there for 
a twenty-mile ride. Just as the train pulled 
out a corpulent old gentleman carrying a fat 
watermtlon made a rush down the stairs and 
a race for the train. waiting crowd for- 
ot their trouble and anriety in their interest 
the chase. The man with the watermelon 
made a gallant dash of 100 yards or more 
and was giining rapidly on the train when a 
loaded baggage truck ¢rossed his path. In 
the collision that follcwed the watermelon 
was spread over a square rod of the platform 
and the baggageman und the sprinter went 
dewn together.

SACRAMENTO, 
was the scene of a violent demonstration on 
the part of the railroad strikers this after- 


noon. The Southern Pacific attempted ta 
break the blockade here and send the west- 
bound over train to San Francisco. 
Preparations been made for this attempt 
for a day or two past, but the effort resulted 


in a complete failure. As soon asa start was 


made a mob of 8.000 strikers who had been 
removed from the immediate vicinity of the 
train previously, swept down upon the train 

dragged United States Marshal 
Baldwin. from the cab of tke 
engine. The strikers knocked him 
down and the deputies and po- 
lice. who tried to interfere were powerless, 
Many in the mob cried, “ Kill the Marshal.“ 
but the latter drew his revolver, and several 
deputies, who had forced their way through 
The strikers were 
obliged to fall back and the Marshal finally 


escaped to the railroad office. The attempt 


to move the train had to be abandoned for the 
time being. The strikers cut the train in two, 
then they commenced to side-truck the cars 
and disable the engines inthe yards. Marshal 
Baldwin, realizing his utter helplessness 
to cope with the rioters, sent a dispatch to 


Gov. Markham, at Pasadena, explaining the’ 


situatioa and recommending that the National 
Guard be called upon for duty at Sacramento 
at once. 

All day there has been the greatest, excite- 
meptin the vicinity of the Southern Pacifix 
yards. Early this morning people began to, 
assemble there and long before there had 
been any actual disturbance thousands of 
people were surging with the strikers through 
the grounds and the streets. There are 3,000 
strikers at this point, includmg tiie 
men who went out of the railroad 
shops and nearly all of them were im 
the excited throng. Before 10 o'clock in the 
morning the United States Marshal ordered 


the crowd to leave the yards and the depot. | 


The strikers offered no resistance and quietly 
withdrew. Oa the street near by Chairman 
Knox of the Mediation committe4 addressed 
the strikers, advising moderation. The pos- 
erful force of officers, includi fifty depn- 
ties, under United States Marshal Baldwin. 
the entire city police force, and the Sheriff 
and all his deputies, was then thrown into the 
yards. All the gates leading to the railroad 
yards were closed and barred. The ropes 


| were stretched acroes the different entrances 


to the depot and police placed there to deny 
admittance to every one. 

When these precautions had been taken 
Sunt. Fillmore announced that a train would 
be made up and dispatched to San Francisco, 
The division master mechanic fired up a 
switch engine and moved slowly up the yards, 
This was the signal for a threatening howl 
from the mob that surged outside the fence. 
The railroad officiais inside run a Pullman 
down the yards and proceeded to make up a 
train for Sam Francisco. The strikers began 
to threaten that the train should not leave the 
yards. Finally, when severai coaches were in 
position on the main track another locomo- 
tive that was to haul the train to San Fran- 
cisco appeared on the scene. United States 
Marshal Baldwin was in the cab as the engi- 
neer. At this juncture an ominous shout 
went up from the strikers and their sympa- 
thizers, and before any resistance could be 
offered a mob came up and passed the guards 
stationed around the depot.

Subseqtently at the meeting of the Cabinet, 
which convened shortly after 11 o’clock and 
remained in session until after 2 o’clock this 
afternoon, the irstructions to Gen. Miles 
were discussed and acquiesced in by the Pres- 
ident and his advisers. Attorney-General 
Olney haa some inte dispatches from 
Chicago which he submitted to the President, 
and the result was made apparent in an Order 
issued at the War Department this afternoon 
directing the troops at Fort Sheridan to pro- 
ceed to Chicago and assist the civil authori- 
ties in carrying out the law. This order was 
delayed until a definite and explicit request 
was received from the civil authorities at 
Chicago stating they were unable to execute 
the United States statutes in the transmission 
of mails and other public property. The 
troops of the United States will be utilized to 
assist the Marshal in carrymg out the orders 
of the courts, and in this connection quite an 
interesting story was related at army head- 
quarters. f 

Pertinent Reminiscences.

| THE FOURTH OF JULY. 

There lis little question but that the rising 
genera ion will celebrate the 118th auniver- 
sary of the declaration of political liberty 
with thé customary clamor and pyrotechnic 
enthusiasm and that tomorrow there will be 
the customary list of wounded and mangled 
victims and burnt property offered up asa 
national holocaust. It is not likely, however, 
that there will be much enthusiasm outside 


adults. 

The Fourth of July is the anniversary of 
Its celebration 18 
usually based upon the Declaration of Inde- 
pendende. It is a day upon which ordinarily 
the American citizen enjoys himself in ex- 
pleiting his personal liberty and his enjoy- 
ment of personal rights as well as of national 
independence. Upon this Fourth of July, 
howevet, the sober, patriotic citizen will be 
inclined to ask himself some leading ques- 
tions. His environments today are not such 
as inditate either personal or national inde- 
pendente. He will be more apt to ask 
whether he is in the midst of an insurrection 
1 national authority and law and on 

the verge of civil war rather than to boast 
about freedom of any kind. There is very 
little Fourth of July sentiment to be found in 
the situation which confronts him. He looks 
about him and beholds the railroads of the 
country rapidly being tied up and the trains 
„Killed and the commerce of the country 
paralyzed. He sees mills, factories, and 
furnaces closing because of this assault. on 
inter-State commerce. He sees the transpor- 
tation of freight and passengers and the gov- 
ernment mails stopped; thousands of car- 
loads of perishable materials spoiling on the 
tracks: food supplies and fuel rapidly being 
eut off ; gas and water supplies menaced. He 
sees th sof wage-earners quittmg work 
without any personai grievances and losing 
their wages though they have no complaints 
against their employers. He knows that next 
winter these thousands probably will be a 
burden upon the public and begging for bread. 
He sees that all the conditions of things are 
strained and unnatural. He finds lawlessness 


without just cause. The property of the 
United States in the hands of strikers, the Na- 
tional Government not allowed to run its mail 
trhins, the decrees of the national courts 
langhed at and spat upon, and the law throt- 
tled. 

In view of this outlook the American citi- 
zen may well question whether this is a land 


whether the Declaration of Independence is 
not a nullity when it asserts the rights of the 
péople to life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap- 
piness. Between those three fundamental 
rights and the people there stands one man, 
Dictator Debs, who refuses life, liberty, and

der these conditions it is idle to deny that | 
personal rights have been trampled upon and 
national richts have been menaced, and that 
the victims who are being made to suffer most 
by thig Dictator Debs and his lawless policy 
are those who have not the most remote con- 
nection with the cause of this upheaval, which 
itself 15 so remote that it is no longer consid- 
ered. In view of hisenvironments the sober 
and thoughtful American citizen may well 
ask himself where his personal liberty has 
gone, whether this is not a revolution against 
society which has been precipitated by Dic- 
tator Debs, and whether be is living under the 
authority of the National Government at 
Washington or under the authority of Debs’ 
government at the Ashland Block in this city.

Then, when the more sensible portion of 
the duped strikers had grown tired of the in- 
sane folly and wanted to return to work in 
order to secure money they would find 
work far less plentiful than before. Much 
available capital would have been retired 
from the city with the resolve not to bring it 
buck till the reign of law and order had been 
established beyond a question. Then the 
strikers would find they had been hack. 
ing and hewing at themselves: while foolishly 
fancying they were striking down capital 
at the order of Debs. 


THE BIG SUGAR TRUST STEAL BEATEN. 

The Senate Democrats became convinced 
that it would be impossible to postpone the 
operation of the sugar duty till the Ist of Jan- 
uary so as to give the trust a bonusof fifty 
million dollars. They became satisfied that 
even if they did carry their point sugar would 
go up before election day and the anger of 
the people over its higher price would be in- 
tensified by the fact that the trust and not the 
government would profit by it. Therefore 
enough of them deserted the trust to deprive 
it of its great prize. Coke of Texas, George 
of Mississippi, and Pugh of Alabama joined 
Hill and Irby, who had previously voted 
against the trust,and they with Peffer and 
the Republican Senators knocked out of the 
sugar schedule its worst feature. The trust 
will collect the tax now only on the sugar 
which it can get into the country before the 
bill is signed by the President. 

The Senate Democrats are entitled to no 
credit for this defeat of the trust. They 
would have given it the fifty millions without 
compunction if they had not seen that their 
party could gain nothing by it and must lose 
a great deal, Had there been fio election this 
coming November these Senators would have 
stuck to this steal, because it would have 
meanta great contribution to their national 
campaign fund at the next Presidential eleo- 
tion. Buta new House is to be chosen this 
fall and those Democratic members of the 
present one who want to be reélected pro- 
tested wildly against a measure which would 
make their defeat inevitable. Therefore, re- 
luctantly, snarlingly, like a dog driven away 
from a bone, the Democrats receded from 
their position. 

Another amendment to their sugar schedule 
was bes ten by.one vote, that of Senator Quay, 
who has been with the trust from the begin- 
ning. This amendment was to strike out the 
differential duty of an eighth of a cent a 
pound on refined sugar. Had it been adopted 
the.refiners would not have been left without 
protection, for the bill provides not merely 
for- this differential but for an ad valorem 
duty of 40 per cent on refined and raw sugar. 
The difference between the price of the two 
abroad isa centa pound. Owing to that differ- 
ence the trust will have a protection under the 
ad valorem duty of at least 25 cents on every 
hundred pounds. And as its officers have 
testified before this that they really need no 
protection, being able to do their work more 
cheaply than the foreign refiners, this differ. 
ential ought to have been stricken out. It 
would have been. for the three Populists and 
Irby and Hill voted for it, but Quay deserted 
his party and voted to give the trust 121 
cents on every hundred pounds of sugar it 
sells. Still the big steal is beaten, and that is the 
main thing. But while it has been knocked 
out the Republican speakers and papers will 
let the people know during the campaign 
what the Democrats would have done had 
they dared, 


SOME OB THE MISTAKES OF THE STRIK- 
ERS. 


The strikers say: “ We number hundreds 
of thousands, and the whole regular army is 
but 25,000 strong. That is so, but it can 
be doubled in a week by recruiting each com- 
pany up to its full strength of a hundred. 
There are officers, arms, and accouterments 
enough. All that is needed is the President's 
order. The moment that is given the old reg- 
ulars who have served a term arid been dis- 
charged will reénlist, and each company will 
be filled to the maximum. The President can 
put at the service of the courts fifty tnou- 
sand armed and disciplined regulars without 
having to call on Congress. 

If more men are needed he will call out the 
State Guards, and there are 100,000 of them 
waiting forthe call. If experienced officers 
are needed for them there are several thou- 
sand West Pointers in civil life who left the 
army because promotion was slow who will 
put themselves instantly at the disposal of the 
government which educated them. And if 
President Cleveland had to call out the State 
Guards he would not labor under the great 
disadvantage that Lincoln did. The latter 
had sixteen Governors arrayed against him 
who refused to honor his requisition. Cleve- 
land would have none, except, perhaps, Waite 
and Pennoyer. Lincoln had to deal with a 
concentrated insurrection in nearly half the 
Union. Mr. Cleveland would have to deal 
with a scattered and only partially organized 
lot of insurgents with all conservative citizens 
arrayed against them. It is in the power of 
President Cleveland to crush a score of such 
insurrections that Dictator Debs can organ- 
ize and not half try, Gentlemen strikers, 
whatever you do don’t fool with Uncle Sam, 
0 you will regret it to the latest day of your

STRIKERS SHOULD STEER CLEAR oF IN. 
JUNCTIONS. 

Federal courts are slow to move, but when 
they once get started they rarely stop till they 
have accomplished what they set ouf to ac- 
complish. Like the mille of the gdds they 
grind slowly, but they grind exceeding small. 
Whoever does not want to be pulverized 
should not permit himself to be caught in the 
ponderous machinery of the Federai courts. 

The Debs dupes have been rioting and in- 
terfermg for some days and the Federal 
Judges have only just begun to take hand in 
the little game. But they are moving slowly 
but surely. They have not rushed to the 
scene of the conflict and yelled at the rioters 
to ohey the law and brandished a revolver at 
them, but they have placidly written them a 
note, called an injunction, warning some of 
them by name that they must not do certain 
things or they will be violators of the Federal 
law and in contempt of the Federal court. 
Ten thousand copies of this note of warning 
have been scattered among the assaulting 
strikers. It is being read to them by court 
officers and studied by the more intelligent of 
Debs’ dupes. ; 

These men have been told to keep off the 
railroad right of way and out of railroad 
yards. They have been told not to meddle 
with railroad trains or railroad property of 
any kind, or with the men who are working 
for the companies. If they disobey this in- 
junction they will be gathered in to jail, not 
in a bunch, but one by one. The slow but 
relentless processes of the national law will 
purgue the offenders long after the aggressive 
strike may be over and they have settled down 
to work again. A United States court has a 
good memory and along arm. Those who 
are not captured red-handed will be followed 
up by the Federal officers for weeks and 
months. They wil berun to earth finally 
and brought into court for summary punish- 
ment for violating the injunction. . Debs will 
not save them. The railroads which have been 
injured may forgive. The eity and the State 
whase ordinances and laws have been broken 
may be inclined not to prosecute. But the 
courts of the United States who were defied 
will not feel that they have any authority to 
condone offenses against the majesty of the 
whole American people. The aggressive 
striker must not think, therefore, that because 
he is not yet aamed in the injunction or be- 
cause no Deputy Marshal arrests him while 
he is throwing a switch, or cutting out a 
car, of disabling a locomotive, or ditching an 
engine that he will escape punishment. 
Weeks afterwards some Federal Marshal will 
tap him on the shoulder and tell him one of 
Unele Sam's Judges wants to see him because 
of that little interference of his with the Na- 
tion’s inter-State traffic and the mails, when 
he wis warned to attend to his own business. 

Mr. Debs says: The injunction is not 
worth hell room. He will not talk in that 
way when in court answering for contempt, 
but his dupes do not know it, and this foul 
language of his encourages them to disregard 
the injunction notice from the Judges. 
Puffed up by their temporary success in 
dealing with deputy marshals and deputy 
sheriffs at Blue Island or elsewhere, the 
strikers sneer at the regular army,“ and 
say Pullman cars shall not be hauled by any 
train even if the Fifteenth regular regiment 
does come down from Fort Sheridan to pro- 
tect the trains. These boasters are not lamil- 
iar with the manners and customs of regu- 
lar soldiers, who shoot when ordered, ard 
shoot to hit and kill. The 700 solid infantry 
with magazine rifles, now at Fort Sheridan, 
the two troops of cavalry and batteries of 
light artillery and Gatling guns which have 
been called on to support the orders of the 
Federal courte will make short work of the 
rioters if resisted. And there are six or 
seven more regiments of regular veterans 
west of the Missouri awaiting orders, which 
can be brought here in short order. 

Once again we sincerely advise the inter- 
fering strikers not to resist Uncle Sam’s regu- 
lars unless they want to get badly hurt—too 
badly to make it worth their while to send 
for a doctor.

After a thorough and exhaustive investiga- 
tion by an unprejudiced jury Prendergast has 
been declared sane. Thus virtually he has 
been twice declared guilty of the crime of 
murder, and now it is to be hoped there will 
be no further delays in administering the 
penalty for his brutal and cowardly crime, 
Pending the issue of this investigation te 
court deferred the execution until the 13th 
inst. The prisoner's counsel, it is under- 
stood; will make application to the Supreme 
Court, if they dan find one of the Judges, on a 
writ of error, but it is evident there is no 
hope from that: source. If, therefore, the 
Governor shall not interfere the removal of 
Prendergast on the 13th is certain and the 
end of this case will have been reached.

The action of Mayor Hopkins in sending his 
private secretary to Dictator Debs to beg per- 
mission for the removal of dead animals from 
the streets to the rendering works during Debs’ 
strike was not only humiliating from the per- 
sonal point of view of the Mayor, but it was a 


‘gross insuli to the great city and its proud 


people, and one which the citizens of this city 
should not forget when this trouble has passed 
over, 

It was a humiliating spectacle that of the 
Mayor of this city on his knees to the Terre 
Haute despot asking of him permissiom to en- 
force a city ordinance for the removal of dead 
animals and to allow a city contractor to do 
his work, and thanking Dictator Debs for his 
graciousness and magnanimity in acceding to 
his request; 

If Hopkins had felt any self-respect, if he 
bad had amy sense of the dignity of his high 
office, if he had had any clear idea of his duty 
in the premises he would have ordered the 
dead animal nuisance abated, Debs to the 
contrary, and seen that his order was carried 
out if it took the entire police force. A Mayor 
with any dignity or any sand would have sent 
a sufficient force to remove the nuisance and 
to remove anything or anybody that in- 
terfered with it. He would have asked no 
rioter’s permission, but would have swept 
away everything that got in the way of the 
locomotire hauling the dead-animal cars, 

It is apparent from this mortifying piece of 
business that Hopkins is running this city as 
far and mo farther than Dictator Debs allows 
him. This being the case perhaps he had bet- 
ter step down and out from the Mayoralty 
chair and let Debs take it and draw the salary 
and run things. 

It is the first time in the history of this city 
of a million and a half of people that a Mayor 
has asked permission ofa law-breaking out- 
sider to execute its ordinances.

Thirty-three years ago today Dictatur Jef- 
ferson Da vis had risen against the law and gov- 
ernment of the United States with fifteen 
State organizations in his support. He 
fancied he was a much bigger man than 
Abraham Lincoln with Uncle Sam at his 
back. Uncle Samuel rose in his wrath and 
proposed to restore order in the family. How 
he did it is a matter of gleaming history 
which every boy must know, and when your 
dear old Unele Samuel was through with the 
job it was owing to the Uncle's magnanimity 
that Dictator Davis was not pulling hemp on 
a gallows, His myriads of dupes were either 
Alling unmarked graves or prisoners on pa- 
role.

tator Davis by defying the authority of his 
Uncle Samuel, but Dictator Debs as com- 
pared with Dictator Davis is only an ordinary 
wildcat as compared with a Royal Bengal 
tiger;and besides this Uncle Samuel has 
grown some in the last 38 years.

‘far to capital, the interruption to commerce 


and personal travel, the injury to farmers and 
fruit growers whose produce has spoiled be- 
cause it could not be marketed, is great. But 
the evil done in these directions is almost in- 
significant when compared with what would 
resultifrom the general strike which Debs 
vaunts himself as able to bring about by sim- 
ply pressing the button. And that mischief 
to the world outside would be small in com- 
parison with the suffering of workingmen 
and their families, reduced to the starvation 
point before they yielded the unequal! contest, 
and then finding work scarce and pay slow 
when they decided it was time to go back to 
their daily toll. It is for such a 
lamentable result that the weak-minded 
among the toilers want to upset society, and 
set up Debs as dictator of the new order of 
things which they foolishly suppose would 
bring the products of labor in greater plenty 
than the la bor required to produce them, and 
that the destruction of the accessories to labor 
would benefit the toiler. Truly if Macbeth 
had lived in these days he would have been 
justified in asking: Can such things be, 
and overcome us like a summer’s cloud, with - 
out our special wonder? And that other 
Shakapearean character, Cassius, would say of 
Debs as he did of Ceesar:

FEW TRAINS FROM POLK STREET.

The only night train leaving the Polk Street 
Depot was the 11:50 Joliet accommodation 
on the Santa Fé road.

zens. This injunction seeks to restrain the 
men from doing that which I have always and 
always shall prohibit them from doing—inter- 
fering with the movement of trains or in any 
manner violating the law or assaulting men 
who desire to work, 


Must Win Lawfually. 


“Tt is our belief that we can, as individuals 
or in a body, withdraw from the service of a 
railroad or any other corporation. That 
much the law guarantees us, On the other 
hand, we shall insist that there be 
no interference with men who want to work. 
I would not and will not ask any 
man who has once come out and again re- 
turned to work to again join us. Our rights 
end precisely where the rights of the com- 
pany begin. If they can find men to operate 
their roads it is their privilege. We must win 
or lose by standing together and that la w- 
fully. 

We are supported financially by every 
labor organization in the country without ex- 
ception, and eo far as the maintenance of law 
and order become a factor in this struggle 
court injunctions and soldiers are not 
needed. Ve shall absolutely insist 
upon order. That is our cardinal 
policy. Its rigid enforcement in previous 
fights has been the key to our success. We 
shall win with it this time. I have no pa- 
tience with the man who violates the law. I 
will assist in his arrest and punishment. Ido 
not believe there is any present exigency for 
calling out the troops nor will there be, cer- 
tainly not as relates to this organization. If 
there has been an infraction of the law let 1 
be proven against this order or its officers, 
but do 2 us with the frailties of the 
idle thousands over whom we have nd con- 
trol and touching whose deportment we 
have no concern. I hold myself legally re- 
sponsible for all things that can be le- 
gally established against me, and that is 
true of every man subject to the direction and 
control of the American Railway Union. If 
the mail trains or any other trains have been 
delayed, if there has been lawlessness, if the 
officers of the law have been obstructed in the 
performance of their duties, then punish the 
offenders according to the law. 


No Quarrel with the Soldiers, 


But there isa grave responsibility attach- 
ing to the presence of the troops—a respon- 
sibility attaching to the enforcement of the 
law and a responsibility as to its possible in- 
fraction. We can have no quarrel with the 
soldiers or the sworn officers of the law. If 
their presence is the signal for order and 
security they will have our codperation. 
If they will keep in check those disposed to 
be disorderly their presence will assist our 
cause. We do not believe the presence of the 
troops or any army of deputies will enable 
the roads to operate their trains. We rely 
upon the fact that there is not men-enough in 


this country ee to take the places of the 


men who are out. That is a factor beyond 
dispute. As I have said, we will not interfere 
with a man who desires to work, nor will we 
ask a man to come out the second time. Our 
cause rests in the absolute unity of organized 
labor. The men who stani outside of or- 

anized labor are not woch fighting about.

FORMIDABLE CONDITIONS IN TOLEDO 


Threats That Twenty-one Roads There 
Will Be Tied Up. 

Torevo, O., July 3,—[Special.]—The great 
strike is assuming formidable proportions in 
Toledo. This is one of the great railroad 
centers, no less than twenty-one lines running 
into and passing through the city. ‘Today the 
400 employés who had been retained at the 
Wabash shops went home and the shops are 
closed down awaiting results. The heaviest 
mail for Toledo has been stalled for 
two days and bysiness is more or 
less demoralized. Five postal cars are 
sidetracked down on the Wabash; hear De- 
catur. Toledo depends upon Chitago for 
almost its entire supply of fresh mieata, and 
the stock here is almost completely ex- 
hausted. Fresh meats already have ad- 
vanced 5cents oo the pound. One Wabash 
mail train, due here last night, is dead on the 
switch at Ashley, Ind.

The fimt through 
train on the Wabash to arrive here came in 
this forenoon. It should have been here 
yesterday afternodn. It wae guarded 
by troops almost the entire distance 
from Kansas City. Today Tag Ian in- 
terviewed several leading railroatlers. Said 
one: The union will win; there's nota 
non-union man in Toledo. Iuside ot thirty- 
six hours we will have every one af Toledo's 
twenty-one roads tied up tighter than a drum. 
The Lake Shore will suffer first, but they will 
2 be tangled up before we get through with 
them.

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IMMIGRANTS GOING BACK TO EUROPE. 


There Are 20,000 Men Unemployed in 
Gotham and This Is Discouraging. 
| New York, July 3.—[Special.]—It is esti- 
mated that over 20,000 members of the vari- 
ous building trades unions of New Yurk are 
eut of employment. This is due to several 
causes, the general hard times, of course, be- 
ing an important factor. Another cause, and 
one to which much significance is attached, 
is the disturbed condition of labor at the pres- 
ent time. For the first time in many years 
there appears to be a general suspension of 
overhauling” work this summer. Thedissen- 
tions among the different labor unions are 
the cause, it is said, for this, as people are 
afraid to have work begun without an assur- 
ance that it, will be completed. There are 
3 6,000 bricklayers in the city, of which 
O per cent ure out of work. When employed 
they earn 524 a week. The plasterers num- 
— a bout the same proportion of unemployed. 
Out of 3,000 stonecutters and masons about 
ne-half are employed. The carpenters fare 
better. It is estimated that there are 10,000 
icf them, with one-fourth of that number out 
of work. There are about 5,000 
plumbers, two-thirds of whom are em- 
ployed. . Add to these the steam 
and gas fitters and their helpers, 
eabinet workers, tin and sheet iron workers, 
jover half of whom cannot find employment, 
and it makes up ar army of upem ployed 
‘bread-winners of alarm proportions. The 
unions have benefit funds for doctors’ fees 
and funeral expenses, but none for rent, and 
how the men with large families exist is * 
mystery. Where there were three buildings 
in course of construction at this time two 
years ago there is but one now. Thousands 
of immigrants are returning to the old coun- 
try. Seven steamships last week alone took 
away 2,658 steerage passengers, while eight 
arrived with but 1,318. Friends and rela- 
tives are sending them money to return to 
their former homes, as they are unable to 
obtain work here.

RYERSON PHYSICAL LABORATORY OPEN 


Generous Donor Turns Over the Building 
to the University. 

The Ryerson Physical Laboratory, built at 
a cost of $250,000, was last night formally 
presented to the University of Chicago. The 
dedicatory services were held in the Under- 
graduate Lecture Hall of the second floor of 
the new laboratory. At S o’clock Dr. Harper 
announced the address of Martin A. Ryerson, 
the donor, amidst prolonged cheers. There 
were seated on the platform President Har- 
per, Martin A. Ryerson, Prof. Carhaart of 
the University of Michigan, Prof. 
Snow of the University of Wis- 
consin, Prof. Sylvester Burnham of 
Cc University, and Prof. H. H. Donald- 
2 Prof. Samuel B. Stratton, and Prof. A. 

Michelson of the University of Chicago. 
Nr Ryerson said in conclusion: 

„Gentlemen of the Board of Trustees 
of the University of Chicago, 
tender to you the Ryerson Physical 
Laboratory to be the property of the 
University of Chicago and to be used for the 
purposes which its name indicates. It is my 
intention to place upon its walls a tablet 
suitably recording the fact that it is 
erected, in memory of my father, Martin 
Ryerson, ua man who in the struggle 
te -overcome the material difficulties of 
life found time for intellectual growth 
and for thoughtfulness of the welfare of his 
fellow-men, I hope this laboratory will make 
a record as a result of his honorabie and use- 
ful career.
